Nakskov, Denmark, Feb. 20, via London, 1:55 p. m.—
The Norwegian steamer Bjarko struck a mine at 8 o'clock this
morning and sank. Her crew was saved. This is the second
disaster to Norwegian vessels since the German blockade took
effect. The Bjarko, laden with coal, was on her way from
Leith to Nakskov.

The tank steamer Belridge, the first Norwegian vessel to
meet with disaster in the war zone established by Germany,
after the German decree went into effect, was torpedoed yes-
terday by a submarine near Folkstone and was beached, badly
damaged. The Bjarko was a small vessel 128 feet long and
280 tons gross.
